GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

W. C. Whitney paid a visit to the Aqueduct 
track 'Puesday and accompanied starter Mars 
Cassidy to the post in the latter's carriage 
for the second race. Mr. Whitney expressed 
himself as being higiily pleased with the 
system of starting that Mr. Cassidy has in- 
trmluced at the Queens County track, and 
said that it would have to be adopted at all 
of the metropolitan courses in due time. 
Mr. Whitney, incidentally, secured the use 
of one of the gates used by Mr. Cassidy and 
will school his horses to it this winter at 
Aiken, S. C. Mr. Whitney, during the after- 
noon, announced that all of his horses in 
England will be sold at auction the first week 
in December, including the two-year-old 
Hands Around, by Meddler — Handspun, 
which ran third in the Middle Park Plate 
this year and is eligible for the Derby. 

An amusing incident is reported from Paris 
as having occurred at a race meeting at 
Auteuil. .\n Englishman, whose French must 
have been that of the English schools, went 
to the Paris Mutuel booth and asked for 
900 francs’ w’orth of tickets on Popillon 
Quatre. His pronunciation, however, was 
not sufficiently understood by the clerk in 
charge to enable him to carry out the wishes 
of his client. He understood that the indi- 
vidual wanted to back the horse whose name 
was number four on the list, as he could 
make out a resemblance between the word 
Quatre, meaning four, as the Englishman 
pronounced it, and the sound he in common 
W’ith other Parisians gave it. Acting, there- 
fore, in accordance with the idea he. supposed 
had been conveyetl to him, the clerk gave 
the Englishman ninety ten-franc tickets on 
Geanne la Folle, smiling as he did so, for 
Geanne, although fourth on the list, was per- 
haps the rankest outsider that had been 
entered. But with the luck that often causes 
a man to stumble on something which he 
would never see were his eyes not blinded 
at the time, it happened that the error was 
the cause of great good fortune to the badly 
pronouncing Englishman. La Folle actually 
won, and the Englishman discovered when 
looking at his tickets that he had won 61,400 
francs. 

NOTES OF THE TURF, 

Jockey T. Burns announced Monday that 
he had married Mrs. Richard Clawson last 
spring at Washington, but had kept the 
matter a secret because his contract with 
W. C. Whitney stipulated that Burns must 
remain single. Mrs. Clawson is the daughter 
of James McLaughlin, the well known 
trainer, and her first husband was the 



jockey, Dick Clawson, who died a few years 
ago. It was rumored a few days ago that 
Burn.s might be re-engaged by Mr. Whitney 
for next season. 

Trainer Richard Miller said recently that 
the champion three-year-old .Vfricander will 
be able to race next year. The Star Ruby 
colt did not have a bowed tendon, as at first 
believed, but was suffering from a blow on 
the tendon whicli was cured by the applica- 
tion of poultices and a good boiling out. 

J. B. B., St. I.,ouis. The bettor, not having 
specified in which race his bet on Ahumada 
was to apply, it is fair to conclude that he 
meant whichever race the horse was started 
in. 

Secretary Hopper received word Tuesday 
from San Francisco that stable room there 
will be at a premium, as more horses than 
ever will make the trip to the coast. Last 
year. there were ninety-five nominations to 
the Burns Handicap and this time the num- 
ber is reported to have reached one hundred 
and fifty. 

The leading jockey in Austria is a boy 
named Bon fa, who learned how to ride from 
Jolm Huggins, W. C. Whitney’s trainer in 
England. He has headed the list for two 
years and can do ninety-five pounds. Taral, 
who stands second, will sail for America from 
Hamburg on November 5, on the steamef 
Auguste Victoria. 

George C. Bennett’s horses have been re- 
tired to winter quarters at Memphis, where 
they will be joined by seventeen yearlings, 
the get of his stallions Lucky Dog and King’s 
Counsel. .All of Bennett’s two-year-olds next 
year will be of his own breeding. 

J. B. Respess has purchased the three- 
year-old filly Mary. 1.1a vana and she will be- 
come one of the broodmares on his farm 
at Woodlawn, near Cincinnati. She was a 
very fast two-year-old, but in poor form 
this year. 

Eugene Leigh will return to this country 
shortly for a brief visit. He has been for- 
tunate abroad this year, Jiaving won in 
France somewhere in the neighborhood of 
a hundred races with horses trained by him. 

Joe Yeager has been admitted to member- 
ship in the Metropolitan Turf Association. 

Torner, Terre Haute, Ind. The wager 
should be considered a draw, Reliance hav- 
ing failed to start. 

George J. Walker, long trainer for J. "W. 
Schorr, was married at Memphis Wednes- 
day to Miss Mary O’Hearne. Walker has ac- 
cepted an engagement to train abroad next 
year.
